TELLS OF EARLY 
LIFE ON PLAINS 


Old Tex as Ranger Helped 
Bury Victims of Co m an­ 
che Indian Massacre 


Tahoka, Tex as.—“You're the bravest 
kid I ever saw,” an officer in the Union 
army once told I. P. Metcalf, better 
known locally as “Uncle Ike.” 
“Pm not brave; I’ve just got too 
denied much pride to be a coward,” 
the then y outhful fighter quickly re­ 
torted. 
It was 
probably 
that “pride” he 
spoke about while doing servUe in the 
Civil war that has marked “ Uncle Ike” 
as a successful fighter, and “ Uncle 
Ike.” 
Civil 
war 
veteran, 
ex -Indian 
lighter and former member 
of 
the 
Tex as Rangers, has led a quiet life as 
“marry ing squire’’ of Tahoka for the 
last few y ears. 
“Uncle Ike” Metcalf took his first 
step onto tlie fertile plains of Tex as 
In 18 68 as one of a detachment of 
Tex as Rangers. Entering Ly nn county , 
or what is now called Ly nn county , 
from 
the 
southeast, 
the 
rangers 
marched 
no rthward 
to 
the Tahoka 
springs, on the west side of Taho ka 
ake, about nine miles northeast of the 
present town of Tahoka, where they 
pitched camp and spent ten day s.

Not one white man 
lived to tell the story of how it all 
occurred, but the story was silently 
told In the scene we saw. 
Mark of Comanches’ Work. 
“We knew the Comanches had done 
the work, as the Comanches and Ton- 
kuwas were the only Indians that 
roamed in west Tex as at that time. 
I never knew of a Tonkawa tribe 
harming white people, but 
the Co­ 
manches were alway s Into mischief. 
“The Indians probably found the 
immigrants camped at the springs and 
waited for a good chance to attack 
them. 
When the latter got out from 
under cover ami on the plains the 
Indians sped down on them unawares 
and wiped out the entire group. 
“Nothing was 
left undone. 
They 
| murdered and undressed their Uctltns, 
took their valuables, cut their throats 
and stomachs open, scalped them, and 
left their bodies on the ojien prairies. 
The wagons were burned where they 
stood, and their positions showed that 
little fight bad been made, for if they 
had the wagons would have been cor­ 
ralled. 
Ashes, the dead bodies of 36 
men, women and children, three dead 
mules, and one dead horse, and a few 
scattering feathers from mattresses, 
were all we found.

Solve Vex ed Pro blem of 
Glaring Car Headlights 
A novel solution of the vex ed prob­ 
lem of nonglaring headlamp illumi­ 
nation was described on June 2 at the 
summer meeting of the Society of Au­ 
tomotive Engineers by 
K . D. Cham­ 
bers. scientific research engineer, in an 
address on complimentary color head- 
lighting. 
Briefly , the proposed sy stem con­ 
sists in the use of oval headlamps 
each of which has two paraboloid re­ 
flectors. the upper one fitted with an 
orange-colored glass and the lower one 
with blue glass, and of a color filter 
box just inside the windshield of the 
automobile in which are a sheet of 
plain transparent glass that filters out 
the orange ray s arid ano ther that filt­ 
ers out the blue ray s. 
These filters 
arc connected electrically with the 
bulbs in the lamps so that when the 
orange filter is drawn down into the 
line of vision of the driver the blue 
light is turned off and the orange light 
turned on automatically , and when the 
blue filter Is drawn down the orange 
light is shut off and the blue light 
turned on. 
Each viewing filter is transparent to 
light of f lie same color and so the 
driver can sec practically the same 
a s if he were driving with 
white lig ht.
